Stewards Disregard Protest of Jockey Taylor That 
Rider of Winner Resorted To Unfair Tactics 



in Early Stages of Race. 



Cincinnat i, O., June 17. — .1. N. Camden’s crack 
juvenile, Luke, today went down to ill feat in the 
Harold Stakes, one of the oldest fixtures run at 
l.atonia, when .1. S. Hawkins’ Chalmers led him 
to the linisli liy a length and a half. l.uke just 
n imaged in heat Dr. Carmen, the only other starter, 
lor seeond |daee. Luke’s defeat was a simmer to 
flu majority of the spectators ami they had harely 
time lo i eeover when 'fay lor. who had the mount 
on the one-eyed eolt, made a vigorous protest to the 
stewards that .Martin, the rider of Chalmers, had 
nroiighl about the favorite’s defeat l»y grasping 
Taylor’s leg during the lirsl three-sixteenths at a 
point where Luke seemed to drop hack and tried 
to tiear out. Martin, when interrogated by the 
stewards, denied Taylor’s eharge and I’alrol Judge 
Ireland staled Unit he had not seen what Taylor 
cbaigt-d. So the stewards allowed the placing to 
remain as the horses finished. Taylor later assaulted 
Martin while in the jockey’s room, for wliieli he 
was lined $50. 

Chalmers, racing from an inner position, showed 
good speed and led l.uke by a scant margin until 
jusi before rounding the lirsl turn, when lie went 
into a sudden clear lead and Luke seemed to he 
trying to bear out. Luke probably did get jostled 
at this point. l.uke continued to run wide around 
the turn until straightened for the stretch drive, 
where lie caiue fast and gamely, only to again falter 
i.ef r the end. The net value of the stakes was 
$2 lilo, including $05 Unit tin- fourth horse would 
have re eiveil had there* been a fourth contender 
and which the association added to tile winner’s 
portion.

In the- third Type came 
I mm last place to win going away by a comfortable 
margin over Jester and the iirst choice. Dervish. 
Tin* latter set a fast early pace, but succumbed in 
Uic linal furlong.

Most raeng clubs in New Zealand arc in a par- 
tic-ulary prosperous condition, thanks to tlie heavy 
toialisator speculation (luring tlie current season. 
The Government tax is a big drain, lmt Hie "Can- 
terbury Times” says that despite this stakes are 
going up steadily, and as tlie clubs continue to 
show a profit on their meetings further increases 
in prize-money may tie looked for. “That,” says 
the paper quoted, "is one of tlie great noints to Is* 
urged in favor of New Zealand racing methods. All 
the clubs exist exclusively for tlie furtherance of 
sport, tlie proprietary element having tieen banished 
long ago. As a result, tlire are no shareholders to 
pocket fat dividends after a successful meeting, 
and tlie greater the profits tlie more money there 
is to provide conveniences for the public and stakes 
for the owners. In both these directions it can Is* 
claimed that New Zealand occupies a position which 
challenges comparison with anv country in the 
world.” 

The Canterbury .*oeke.v ( ’lab's Easter fixture con- 
cluded its racing for the current season, and in ten 
days it has distributed $181,800 iu prize money. It 
must lie added though that, unlike the Australian 
Jockey Club, it has received a large return in the 
way of nomination and acceptance fees, still, even 
under snob conditions, an average of $2,270 a race 
is a splendid one for a club in a city the size of 
Christchurch. Toialisator investments for the season 
aggregated $1,874,610. an increase of $2:10.315. as 
compared with the Canterbury Jockey Club’s meet- 
ings during 1912-13. and iu New Zealand tlie specu- 
lation 011 tlie course lias a direct bearing on the 
prize-money to lie distributed tlie following season. —

GOSSIP AND COMMENT FROM KENTUCKY. 

Cincinnati. <>.. June 17. — Emerson Cochran quali- 
fied as a Cincinnati Trophy candidate of promise 
when lie won a spectacular race at Latonia last 
Monday. He will have no penalty in the rich event, 
sot to In- run on Saturday. June 27, anil his weight 
will be lls pounds. The distance of the Trophy, 
which carries an added valuation of $3,000, liesldes 
a beautiful silver loviug cup. donated by tlic La- 
tonia Jockey Club, is six furlongs, and is thought 
to lie especially to the liking of this stoutly -built 
sou of .liin Gaffney. J. II. Baker & Co. surely 
plucked a rare prize wiieu they claimed as good a 
colt as Emerson Cochran out of a selling race at 
Louisville. He looks like a two-year-old that will 
continually improve, and bids fair to develop into 
a Derby candidate of prominence as a three-year- 
old next season. His sire is a brothel- to the suc- 
cessful Virginia stallion. Golden Maxim, the sire 
of Follle Levy. Presumption and other good win- 
ners. Emerson Cochran is mueh on the order in 
general conformation of Jim Gaffney, which per- 
former was himself a brilliant two-year-old. O. 
A. Biunchi bred Emerson Cochran, and while the 
colt was raised in Kentucky, he was foaled ill Cali- 
fornia. where Bianchi kept his few marcs until a 
few years ago. Ever since he lias been on the turf 
Biaiichi has been eounected with good horses, hav- 
ing been a successful trainer and Emerson Coch- 
ran indicates that his breeding ventures will also 
turn out profitably to him. He would never have 
been iii Kentucky had racing not been suspended in 
the Golden State, for he is In love with the far 
west and thinks it is a great place to raise thor- 
oughbreds. He says, however, lie will never leave 
Kentucky anil go back to California unless racing 
is restored in the Golden State. Bianchi was long 
Connected with James McManus, as a trainer, and 
while lie is not now in charge of any of that turf- 
man's horses, a warm friendship still exists be- 
tween hint and the owner of Belloc. Mr. McManus 
regrets that he was not able to bo In New York 
for till' recent yearling sale. He means, during the 
year, although perhaps not before fall, to purchase 
quite a banti of yearlings to add to his already ex- 
tensive string. 

It is understood that Did Rosebud, the Kentucky 
Derby winner of this season, and one of the most 
sensational of present-day race ltorses, will shortly 
lie shipped back to Kentucky and turned out at the 
Carr farm, near Lexington, until next year. It ap- 
pears that his recent injury in the Withers’ Stakes 
at Belmont Park was more serious than at first 
supposed, and that trainer Weir lias concluded to 
take no chances by attempting to race him again 
this season for fear of permanently breaking him 
down. It is riqiorted that lie lias been assured bj 
skillful veterinarians that if lie is given a proper 
firing operation, and allowed to run out until next 
season, he will cotue back In as sound a condition 
as lie was when first brought to the traek as a 
two-year-old. His abandonment of racing this sea- 
son is a hard blow to the stable of H. C. Apple- 
gate & Co., the former member of which is the 
trea Mirer of the- New Louisville Jockey Club, as 
the great gelding was eligible for $50,000 or more 
of slakes this season that were apparently at his 
mercy, had he remained in the condition he was In 
when he won the Kentucky Derby in record time, 
lie has. however, already earned a fortune for his 
owners, and Mr. Applegate recently said that he 
could not complain over the son of Uncle going 
wrong, and that he would like to purchase another 
yearling for $750 that would do anywhere near ns 
well as Old Rosebud has during his career <m the 
turf. The brilliant gelding has put a halo around 
the name of his dam. Ivory Bells, and made her 
a star among the great hand of stud matrons now 
a! Hamburg Place, she now has a two-year-old 
stake winner in Mars Cassidy on the turf, but he is 
not an Old Rosebud by any means. 

Word comes from Canada that Uncle’s other good 
son. Little Nephew, is coming around so that he 
will soon be aide to race again, and his Louisville 
owner, XL It. Gruber, expects him to come back to 
the track the coining fall, among the crack three- 
year-olds i f the autumn season, after a summer so- 
journ at Saratoga. Little Nephew is tin- only per- 
former that was able in any race to beat Old Rose- 
bud as a two-year-old. and this he did upon two 
occasions. He is a performer of dazzling speed, 
ami Xlr. Orator ihinks that when lie comes back 
to the turf lie will race brilliantly over considerable 
distances of ground. Xlr. Gruber intends to buy 
another good yearling or two before the season is 
over for next year's racing. Ills two youngsters, 
Sam MeXIcekiu aud Little String, are both train- 
ing satisfactorily. 

William Walker, who is here from New York, 
says there are many good two-year-olds in training 
in tic east this season, but he does not look for 
tin- real cracks of this division to show up until the 
Saratoga meeting is well under way. lie thinks 
several of James Butler’s two-year-olds will create 
a sensation before the season is much older, while 
J. JO'. .Madden also lias several promising youngsters 
in Ids Darn. 

('. S. Wilson probably will ship the Palmetto 
Derby winner. Ivan Gardner, to Fort Erie before the 
close of the present Latonia meeting to get hint ac- 
customed to Hint track for his start in the Canadian 
Derby.

GREAT RACER AND SIRE IS DEAD. 

It is reported from Austria that the stallion 
Matchbox died In that country a little while ago. 
and it' Is something of a coincidence that his 
greatest turf rival, Ladas, was destroyed only a 
few weeks hack. 

Matchbox, a colt by St. Simon — Match Girl, was 
foaled iii 1891, his breeder being the late Lord 
•\lington. His first appearance was made in the 
National Breeders’ Foal Stakes at Satulown Park, 
in which he linislted third to Dclphos and Glare. 
His three subsequent essays as a t wo-vear-old were 
all marked by success. In the Breeders’ Produce 
Stakes at Kempt on Park he lieat a big field, in- 
cluding Son o’ Mine, Galloping Dick and Throstle; 
while at the Houghton Meeting at Newmarket lie 
won both the Criterion Stakes and the Dewhurst 
Plate, anil he retired into winter quarters with a 
good reputation, though lie was generally considered 
to be inferior to Ladas. 

The pair met for the first time in the Two 
Thousand Guineas, in which odds of 6 to 5 were 
laid on laird Rosebery's colt, while !> to 4 was 011 
offer against Matchbox. The race resulted in a 
victory for the favorite by a length and a half. 
The pair were again in opposition in the Derbv. 
Ladas repeating bis Newmarket triumph. Matc’h- 
lxix next competed in the Grand Prix dp Paris. 
The English colt was again unlucky, the s|M>ils 
going to Dnlmu-Baghtcbe, though not a few of 
those present contended tlmt Matchbox had actually 
won. Now the property of Baron do ilirsch. Match- 
box won the Sussex Stakes at Goodwood, hut was 
beaten in the St. Leger by both his stable com- 
panion Throstle, belonging to his former owner, 
and his old rival Ladas. Later he won a Trien- 
nial at the First October Meeting at headquarters, 
and the I.owther Stakes a fortnight later: and 
finally went under to both Speed and Bcighterton 
in tin 4 Limekiln Stakes at the Houghton Meeting. 

Dnrin the course of his second and final season 
on the turf Matchbox was sold to the Austrian 
government, tin 4 purchase price lu 4 ins 15.000 guineas, 
lie subsequently achieevd notable success as a stal- 
lion. his progenv having won over $750,000 in stakes 
to date. Matchbox was unquestionably an animal 
of more Ilian average merit. He was. however, 
unfortunate in lieing foaled in the same year ns 
an even tietter colt in Ladas. — London Sporting Life 
of June 4. •
